SHALL BUREAUS BE LISTED 
BY CITIES OR BY STATES? 


The editor of this column has 
received a great many communi- 
cations in reply to his article in 
the July 22 issue of this paper, 
in regard to the unfavorable criti- 
cism of the return to listing by 
states in the Buroprint catalog. 
Various opinions have been ex- 
pressed, with potent arguments on 
each side. Just to show you that 
this magazine is truly open-mind- 
ed editorially, and intends to give 
both sides of this controversy a 
fair hearing we will remind you 
that Editor Linn, owner of the 
magazine, is in favor of listing by 
states, while our Buroprint editor 
is sold 100 per cent on listing 
alphabetically by cities. We in- 
tend to let both sides speak up, 
and invite further letters on this 
subject from our readers. Dr. 
Mitchell and W. B. Hoover both 
express their differences of opin- 
ion in the foreword to the latest 
catalog, Mitchell being for, and 
Hoover against the city listing. 
This department is open to a fur- 
ther statement from either of 
these worthy gentlemen. 

This issue we are going to hear 
from Dr. H. A. Davis, secretary 
of the A. P. S., member of the 
P. S. S., and a very ardent pre- 
cancel and buroprint collector. 
We print his letter in full. 

“Dear Mr. Lampson: 


Relative to your remarks in the 
July 22nd issue of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News: I was congratulat- 
ing the Publishers, all Bureau 
Print Collectors and myself, when 
it was announced that the Pub- 
lishers would return to the proper 
listing of the Bureaus,—that by 
States and cities alphabetically. 

I am much disappointed to learn 
that there is the least possibility 
of their being listed by cities in- 
Stead of by states. I have yet to 
hear or read of any sound reason 
why they should be listed by 
cities. 

With all due respect to Mr. 
Southgate’s opinion which you 
quote, he gives no sound reason 
why they should be listed by cities. 
But rather I would say from his 
remarks relative to the State 
Specialist, that he has not been 
correctly informed. I feel reason- 
ably sure that there are very few 
who collect only certain states in 
comparison te those who collect 
the Bureau issues generally. 


I have in mind a collection 
mounted by states, each state 
prefaced by a title page of the 
state map drawn with india ink in 
black, the cities issuing Bureaus 
dotted in, in red. A list of cities 
with their population, and varie- 
ties they have issued. The owner 
finds he is weak in nearly all the 
cities of Massachusetts. There are 
eleven cities in the state issuing 
Bureaus. He writes his corre- 
spondent to send him all he can 
except Boston which he has com- 


plete. The correspondent’s stock 
or duplicates are arranged by 
cities. Of course it’s a bother. 


But why not all collect in the 
logical way? By states? The 
catalog by states, the dealer’s 
stock by states. 

Can anyone say this is not logi- 
cal, and why? The collection can 
be better arranged, one knows at 
a glance where it is weak and 
where it is strong. Why a jum- 
bled up mess of cities, which mean 
nothing? 

The idea that a stock arranged 
by states is more difficult to fill 
a wantlist from, is far-fetched and 
will not hold water in practice. 

I have in mind another collec- 
tion mounted by cities only. There 
is no chance for nice title pages. 
The owner knows not how near 
he is complete in anything except 
one single city he is g zing at, 
and then the next city, etc. How 
many stamps has he of Cali- 
fornia? He does not know. The 
collection means nothing but a 
jumbled-up mess of cities. Where 
is the logic to anyone who has 
in mind completeness, symmetry, 
geographical order, beauty, and 
the pride in logical methods? I 
shall enter no controversy regard- 
ing this, but just want for the 
reasons above to add my name as 
favorable to arrangement by 
states.

We are grateful indeed to Dr. 
Davis for this expression of his 
opinion,—one of the few we have 
received in favor of state listing. 
In actual practice, it seems, most 
buroprint fans prefer the city ar- 
rangement, and a great many have 
written to tell us so and why. In 
our next issue we will print some 
of their letters. As a full-time 
dealer in Buroprints, I most heart- 
ily, yet cordially, disagree with Dr. 
Davis in regard to the state ar- 
rangement being no less expedient 
for the dealer; in daily practice 
we find the alphabetical city ar- 
rangement far more convenient 
for quick handling of stock and 
filing of wantlists. Within the 
next week or two the editor of 
this department expects to give 
a complete review of the new 
Buroprint catalog, and at that 
time he will take up the matter 
more in detail.

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HEN envelopes were first made, back in 
the 50’s, manufacturers of paper did not 
know how to make the cheaper grades 
of paper which are manufactured today.

VIA AIR MAIL 
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PRINCE GEORGE—INGENIKA 


A short time ago the Western 
Canada Airways was granted per- 
mission to carry mail from Prince 
George north into the Ingenika 
River region. One of the com- 
pany’s planes was_ stationed at 
Prince George and it was intended 
that a trip would be made whenever 
sufficient business offered. The 
first trip was made on Aug. 20th, 
the few covers I have seen carry 
that date, only most of them are 
so poorly marked as to make the 
date unreadable. They are _ not 
backstamped at Ingenika, as there 
is no post office at that point, the 
nearest post office being Fort 
Grahame. These covers are all 
signed by the pilot, A. D. Cruik- 
shank, and are likely to rival the 
proverbial hens teeth for scarcity. 
The Prince George cancellation is 
the usual circular one in use at all 
post offices and the Western Can- 
ada Airways stamps are marked 
with the word “CANCELLED” 
and a double wavy line above and 
below it, also the date 22-8-29 in 
manuscript. A few have the date 
24-8-29, which is probably an’ er- 
ror. 


Covers were also carried on the 
return trip from Ingenika to Prince 
George. In this case the manu- 
script date reads 24-8-29 and the

Pittsburgh Stretches Celebration 


A letter comes from J. P. Pen- 
ning with the information that the 
Celebration for Pittsburgh Avia- 
tion Industries Corporation which 
was scheduled for September 27 
and 28 has been stretched into a 
third day on account of the in- 
clement weather and the length 
of the program. As a result the 
cachet that was used on the first 
two days was applied also to air 
mail of the 29th September. 


Canadian Flights Postponed 


Readers are referred to our is- 
sue of September 9, in regard to 
the large flock of Canadian 
Flights that were originally an- 
nounced for October 31st. 

Announcement is now made that 
these flights are postponed until 
November 26th. This will allow 
additional time for those who are 
always slow in getting in on the 
ground floor. 


Read This and Think 


Postmaster General Walter 
Brown spoke before the Advertis- 
ing Club of Washington, D. C., on 
October 8, and made some remarks 
which are of interest to stamp 
collectors. Besides stating that in 
some instances the loss for carry- 
ing air mail runs as high as $8.01 
per mile and that promiscuous use 
of the Air Mail service should be 
discouraged, Mr. Brown reviewed 
the history of Aviation and air 
mail from the time of the siege of 
Paris. 

The Postmaster General points 
out that Air Mail service is for 
urgent Business and commercial 
use and should not be used by peo- 
ple who can get along with ordi- 
nary mail. The statements may 
be made in a diplomatic manner 
but the meaning is the same. 
Should there be an effort on the 
part of the Postoffice Department 
to encourage such a practice it will 
only be natural for the Depart- 
ment to refuse to do anything that 
would be instrumental in attract- 
ing Philatelic covers and that it 
would seem to be the logical thing 
for the Department to discontinue 
cachets and first flight markings 
of every sort. 

It is indeed a sorry situation. 
Air mail is or is not practical. If 
practical, there is a method by 
which it can be made self-support- 
Ing and that method should be 
adopted now, rather than in a few 
years from now. 

Without doubt, the high prices 
paid contractors at the present 
time are in the nature of a sub- 
sidy for building up the aviation 
industry. It would seem that the 
subsidy had been in effect long 
enough and that it was now time 
to handle this matter on a strictly 
business basis. 


Some proposals have been made 
for raising the rate for air mail 
letter postage. Should this be 
done a subsidy will be more nec- 
essary than ever for the public 
will not pay a high rate for air 
mail service and there is very 
little business on many of the 
lines that would stand a higher 
price for postage. 

No doubt the principal fly in the 
ointment is the contract with the 
Railways for the carriage of letter 
mail. What we need to make the 
air mail service a service such as 
it should be is more frequent 
flights on all of the routes and to 
dump into the planes as much as 
they will carry of the daily letter 


mail. 

Whether this can be done at the 
2c letter rate on account of con- 
tracts with the railways is a ques- 
tion we can not answer but the air 
mail rate can be placed at 2% 
cents or 3c per half ounce and 
thus attract an enormous volume 
of letter mail that is not now car- 
ried. With such a rate in effect, 
the contracts with the various 
carriers should be made on a trip 
basis rather than on a pound basis 
and planes should be loaded to the 
limit. The contract on the per 
pound basis is a gambling propo- 
sition, unfair to both sides and can 
only be maintained by the Govern- 
ment paying a price per pound 
high enough to make a profit cer- 
tain for the contractor. 

The contractors also take ad- 
vantage of the Government in this 
sort of a contract for it is a fact 
that certain contractors are con- 
stantly soliciting mail from Air 
Mail Cover collectors by the ruse 
of supplying a cachet on covers 
for some hatched up event. If the 
Government is losing money on 
each pound carried it is certain 
that the contractors are making 
money when they solicit covers 
from the collectors. 

Another point that is not over- 
looked by contractors is to solicit 
collectors to send in unsealed cov- 
ers which the contractors fill to 
the full weight limit, in order to 
run up the poundage on their 
lines. We have even known of 
sealed covers being opened and 
loaded to weight and ‘resealed. 

Give us a strictly business ad- 
ministration of the Air Mail Serv- 
ice with a rate that will attract 
a capacity load for the planes and 
the air mail business will take care 
of itself. 

If you doubt this fact, go to 
any of the airports of the average 
American city, see the plane land, 
see the small pouch of mail that 
the pilot hands out and make a 
guess at the number of pounds in 
the plane. 

A flat rate per trip can be ar- 
ranged to net a profit to the con- 
tractor and a full load on the 
plane will make the air mail serv- 
ice net a profit to the Government.

CAPTAIN COOK, HAWAII 


A little postoffice located on the 
where Captain Cook first 

in Hawaii and where he 
subsequently met his death is per- 
haps the greatest monument to 
this gallant navigator. The life 
of Captain Cook is an interesting 
bit of history, including as it does 
a voyage around the world which 
was as remarkable for its time 
as was the flight of the Graf Zep- 
pelin. 

Captain Cook, Hawaii, is the 
postmark on a cover which has 
just been submitted by Mr. Don 
C. Minnick of Toledo, Ohio. With- 
in the cover is a brief note which 
says; “The object of this note is 
to mail you a letter under this 
cover carrying a 2c stamp which 
has just been issued by the Fed- 
eral Government for use in Hawaii, 
commemorating the Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial, the one hundred and fif- 
tieth anniversary of the landing of 
Captain James Cook on these is- 


lands. As you will observe, this 
letter is postmarked ‘Captain 
Cook’, which is a little postoffice 


located on the spot where Cap- 
tain Cook first landed and where 
he later met his death at the hands 
of the native Hawaiians.” 

The envelope however bears 
both a 2c and 5c of the Sur- 
charged Hawaiian issue 1778-1928.
